In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Yothers requested that the Examiner review the comments 
made in the reply filed December 22, 2004 to see if some issues could be disposed of. The Examiner reviewed 
Applicants' remarks so as to eliminate issues for appeal, and determined that the specification objection, the Section 
112, 1st paragraph rejection and the prior art rejections relying on the Goldsteen patents should be withdrawn. 
However, the Examiner concluded that the Section 112, second paragraph rejection should be maintained and noted 
that the same language is present in other independent claims. It is unclear how one connector (the preamble) can 
connect two blood vessels (the coronary and aorta); see Applicants' arguments. It appears that the preamble and the 
body of the claims are inconsistent such that the claim language is indefinite. In addition, the Kaster rejection under 35 
USC 102(b) is maintained because the Examiner believes that the claims are still read on thereby..
